Holly belongs to that evergreen 

Bora which antedates the glacial 
period in this northern hemisphere 
It is ti plant which possesses vigor 
enough to stand by its ancestral 
habits, rather than conform to the 
deciduous customs of a newer 
generation which owes its prosperi- 
ty to its time-serving propensity. 
It is one of the genu* ilex, some ol 
which, like members of the "an 
cient regime" of France, have 
adopted plebeian habits and have 
begun to shed their leaves annual 
I ban 160 species make 
up the genus, and only a minorit> 
now inhabit what is at present call- 
ed the temperate zone. The ma 
jority are found in the tropical re- 
gions ol Asia and America. Eu- 
rope possesses one sole survivor of 
that niiocene flora which resembled 
the forms now met with in Asiatic 
and South American forests 

This is the well known European 
holly. The United Statesof Ameri- 
ca has at least ten representatives, 
six of which have conformed to the 
deciduous habits of recent times. 
Only one of these, however, con- 
cerns us now, and that one is • 
the American holly. The Euro 
pean holly is Ilex aquifolium ; the 
American holly is ilex opaea. 
Doubtless it was the formerof these 
which was invested with the right 
to preside over the dccoratii lis of 
the Christmas feast, but that honor 
has rightful been transferred on 
this side of the Atlantic to the lat- 
ter form, although the lea\ I 
opaea are not so glossy, nor its ber 
> brilliantly "scarlet, as tbos* 
of its sister plant. 

The use of holly in Christ n. as 
decoration la of great antiquity , and 



probably is merely a continuation 
of the Roman customs of pre-Christ- 
nias times, for it was held by Rome 
in such esteem that wreaths of holly 
were used as symbols of congratu- 
lation at weddings. The ancient 
Teutons also hung up branches of 
evergreens — of which holly was the 
commonest — in their houses, as 
places of shelter for the sylvan 
spirit during the cold weather. It 
was natural, therefore, that when 
Christmas began to decorate home 
and church for their religious fes- 
tivals they should use the plants 
they had been accustomed to in 
oilier days. It was in this way 
doubtless that certain plants be- 
came associated with certain sea- 
sons. Holly and ivy apparently 
were accepted without reservation, 
and their use became universal, and 
a celebration of Christmas without 
one or both of these would be an 
anomaly. 

Sonic plants do not seem to have 
been accepted with equal favor. 
There is the "baleful" mistlet. 
provocative of the dangerous habit 
of kissing, which the doctors I 
trying to break up by disclosing 
what terrible microbes are com- 
municable in the operation. To 
quote the historian of Christmas at 
Bracebridge Hall: "On reaching 
the church porch we found the 
parson rebuking the gi ay-headed 
sexton for having used mistletoe 
among the greens with which the 
church was decorated. It was, he 
opserved, an unholy plant, profane 
by having been used by the Druids 
in their mystic ceremonies, and 
though it may be innocently em- 
ployed in the festive ornamenting 
of halls and kitchei it had 

been deemed by the fat! ihe 

church as unhallow totally 

unfit acred 

tenacious was he on this point t! 
the poor sexton was obliged to strip 
down a great part of Hie humble 
trophies of his taste before the pars 
would consent to enter upon the 
service of the day." So the mistletoe, 
sacred among the Druids, is re- 
jected, but ivy, sacred to Bacchus, 
is accepted. 

Holly which has been used for the 
decoration of churches is highly 
valued in Worehestershire and 
Herfordshire, and a small pfa 
with its scarlet berries is treasured 
because it is supposed to bring e,ood 
luck for the ensuing year. In 
Rutland, another English county, 
they say it is unlucky to bring any 
holly at all into the house bef.

They are red to 
entice the birds, so that dispersion 
and distribution may l>e attained, 
Mut we have said enough our 
"sprig of holly" and trust that its 
efficacy at " merrie Christmas" will 
be none the less because we have 
brightened up ihe knowledge of its 
history.

FVotn our Philadelphia Correspondent. 

Dr. E. M. Gallaudet lectured on 
" International Arbitration," be- 
fore All Souls' Working People's 
Club, on Wednesday evening, the 
16th Inst. H was the Doctor's first 
visit to All Souls' Church for the 
Deaf. Bte drew ti good-sized audi- 
ence, but it might have been larger 
still, and we learned sfterwards 
that a goodly number were prevent- 
ed from attending by the unfavor- 
able weather. 

Shortly titter S o'clock President 

It. M. Ziegler opened the meeting 
with a few remarks, and then in- 
viied the Chairman ex-officio of the 
Club, Rev. J. M. Eoehler, to make 

Ihe introductory address. The re- 
verend gentleman paid a high 
tribute to Ihe Oallaudot family, foi 
when he honored the distinguished 
father lie thought of including the 

sons whose long association 
with, and disintereded labors in 
behalf ol the deaf, make them 

equally worthy of grateful remem- 
brance by us. He further said that 
<J illaudet Collegeseemed peculiarly 

related lo the Church by the fact 

that the deaf missionaries and lay- 
readers all over Ihe country, with 
but few exceptions, had either 
studied there are bore relations ol 
some kind with it. It made him 

think of Gallaudet College as "u 
theological College." Dr. Gal- 

laudel here' interrupted him by sub- 
stituting "a theological kinder- 
garten," which had the effect of ex- 
panding the smile in the audience 
whioh Mr. Koelilcr's remark bad 

caused, 

After a few more words, Dr. Oal 
laudet was introduced, and he 
arose amidst applause. He began 
by saying that Rev. Mr. KoehlerV 

remarks wore so unaffected and 
Battering that he felt somewhat 
embarrassed, but he hoped to over- 
come ii and lecture. He Bongra 

dilated All Souls' Church and tin 
Club for the work it had done am; 
whs doing, and wished it a heart} 
Go Ispeed. Then he pounced inl< 
bis subject and for about an bout 
held the closes! attention of his 
audience. It was a rare treat. 
His st vie of delivery, too, was re- 
markable lor its beauty, clearness 
and force, and to many who had 

not seen him lecture before it was 
something "new." The JOURNAL 
man confesses thai his interest was 
BO absorbed by the lecture lhat he 

iiuglcoted io take" notes of it, and 

perhaps il is better thai he did not. 
A little identification of it, how- 
ever, is offered, 

The aim : The Parliament ol 
Man; the Federation of the World. 

The Doctor refrained from giving a 
history of arbitration on account 
of the amount of time it Would 
have consumed, lie explained 
how thoancient saying that "Might 
Is Right" was upheld among the 
old nations ; how in time ils error 
became convincing and wisei 

counsel prevailed, and, finally, ar- 
bitration introduced as the besl 
met 1 1 od of sett lino International dif- 
ficulties. • Then he treated of its 
progress up lo Ihe present day 
The old Baying has been reversed, 
and we now hold Hint " Right is 
Miolit." Right is the fundamental 
principle of arbitration. Interest- 
ing facts and ngi r s were given n 
favor of arbitration. He asked his 
audience to picture in their minds 
the armies of Europe, whose num- 
bers Aggregate twenty-one millions 
of soldiers, in a general war. 

Manifestly the result would be such 
iis to cause every intelligent man to 
vow never again to uphold war. A 

few oases were cited in which 
America ehielly had set the ex- 
ample of insisting on Arbitrating 
disputes with Other nations, .and 
with gratifying results. With re- 
gard to the case of Venezuela, the 

Doctor expressed his belief in ils 

final peaeeful solution. 

At the conclusion of the lecture 
a risinir vote o( thanks was tea 
dered Dr. Gallaudet. An Infor- 
mal reception w as afterwards held 
to give the members tin opportuni- 
ty to meet the Doctor, lie was 

also shown through the Church 

building by Rev. Mr. Koehler. AH

det seemed pleased to meet them
